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KYRIE ELEISON

"RISEN STAR Rises above Duel" [to 
win the 13th Preakness Stakes], 
read the headlines on 22nd May 
1988. This happened barely three 
weeks after we heard the news 
that astrology had risen within 
the White House above the duel 
between Nancy Reagan and Donald 
Regan. The rivals referred to in 
the horse world are Lukas and 
Stephens, the trainers of the two 
favorites, Winning Colors, the 
Derby winner, and Forty-Niner. 

On iith June, Risen Star 
won the 120th Belmont Stakes in 
2'26.4". The smaller headlines 
read "The Son also Rises." Only 
his father, Secretariat, had run 
faster, with the world record 
2'24" in 1973. "So breeding 
counts," said Charles Kuralt, in 
his Sunday morning telecast. 

Risen Star was named after 
the Star of Bethlehem. The nuns 
of the Little Sisters prayed for 
him to win the Belmont after his 
owner and trainer, Louie Roussel, 
suggested that, if Risen Star did 
win, he (Roussel) would give them 
part of the winnings for their 
convent, as they had asked. 

Always looking for exciting 
synchronizations, I was fascinat- 
ed by the meaningful coincidence 
of Risen Star's win during the 
same time frame that astrology 
had made a splash in the world 


news, thanks to Nancy Reagan. 

Come Sunday, 12th June, and 
wanting to read more about the 
race, I turned to the sports page 
and my attention soon turned from 
Risen Star to a small notice in 
the left-hand column. I read that 
on that same afternoon at Bel- 
mont, a three-year-old colt owned 
by the Jayeff B. Stables and 
called "Kyrie Eleison" had col- 
lapsed and died of an apparent 
heart attack after crossing the 
finish line of the $117,200 Colin 
Stakes. He had collapsed about 
100 yards past the post after 
finishing fourth in the race. 
What a strange name to give a 
horse, I thought. Kyrie Eleison 
means "Lord have Mercy" in Greek. 
It was strange, too, that while 
on the same afternoon a horse 
associated with Jesus Christ, the 
Star of Bethlehem, rebirth and 
the winter solstice, had won, 
another, associated with the Lord 
and God, had died. Ina universe 
where all are one, so strange a 
coincidence had to have some 
profound meaning, but what on 
earth was it, I wondered? 

On Monday, 13th June, at 
11:50 AM, I called the Greek 
Orthodox Cathedral. A lady an- 
swered and soon Father Poulis 
came on. "Yes," he said, "Kyrie 
Eleison is in the liturgy and it 
is also found in the Old and New 
Testaments, in the Psalms and 
Miracles, and particularly in the 
Gospel of Mark." 

At 12:08 I called the Blood 
Horse in Kentucky to see whether 
they could give me the number for 
the stables in question. I wanted 
to get the birth information and 


find out what had inspired his 
unusual name. They in turn re- 
ferred me to the Thoroughbred 
Record and the Thoroughbred 
Times. The latter gave me the 
number of Peggy Casey, the owner, 
in NYC. 

In my diary for Monday, 13th 
June 1988, I wrote, "I am on the 
track of something, but I don't 
know what." 

In search of more meaning I 
scanned the ephemeris to see if 
the planets would give a clue, 
and was astonished to see in the 
chart made for 5 PM, Sunday 12th 
June, which is when I had discov- 
ered the notice in the news- 
papers, that not only the trans- 
iting Sun, but also Mercury and 
Venus were conjunct my MC, the 
Sun exactly so. All three were in 
22° Gemini, semi-sextile Jupiter 
in 22° Taurus. Mars was opposing 
my Venus in 13° Virgo, ruler of 
the IInd and IXth, and was also 
conjunct Kyrie's Sun, as I found 
later. 

At 2:05 PM the owner, Peggy 
Casey, returned my call. I told 
her how sorry I was and asked for 
Kyrie's date of birth (4th March 
1985). “He was very healthy. We 
never knew he was sick...How had 
we picked the name? A guy and I 
gave it to him. It was the title 
of a popular song, one of the Top 
Ten in 1986." I told her of my 
conversation with Father Poulis. 
She seemed surprised to hear of 
Kyrie's association with prayer 
and church. 

Later, I called Turtles, the 
local music store. Yes, they had 
an album called "Welcome to the 
Real World." The band was called 


"Mr. and Mrs." That same after- 
noon I went to pick it up and 
bought the newspaper...Louie 


L'Amour had died while another 
Louie Roussel was richer. "Kyrie" 
was the seventh song in the 
album. Playing it at home later, 
I realized the music itself meant 
nothing to me. It was so loud I 
couldn't hear the words. I had to 
read them: 
"the wind is blowing hard against 
this mountain side, across the 
sea into my soul,...My heart is 
old,...Kyrie eleison down the 
road that I must travel,Kyrie 
eleison through the darkness of 
the night, Kyrie eleison where 
I'm going will you follow, Kyrie 
eleison on a highway in the 
light,...When I was young I 
thought of growing old, of what 
my life would mean to me, Would I 
have followed down my chosen road 
or only wished what I could be." 
I thought of the transit 
Sun, Mercury and Venus all 
clumped together on my Midheaven. 
What could it mean, bringing me 
Kyrie Eleison, Lord have 
Mercy--it was not "Christ have 
Mercy." And I never would have 
seen it or known about the pla- 
nets on my MC had it not been for 
the death, the supreme sacrifice, 
of this horse with such a strange 
name. What could the interpreta- 
tion of all this be? Was it 
telling me something about the 
inner planets, the Sun and God, 
who is Love, in my Midheaven? 
Does the Midheaven mean God, in 
some way? Did the horse have to 
die so that I could find this 
out? How often do Mercury and 
Venus come together to join the 


Sun in 22° Gemini? Not often, I 
found on hunting through the 
ephemeris. June 1988 was the 
first time they had all been 
together in this same degree in 
all of the 20th century. And the 
following day was the New Moon in 
23° Gemini at 5:15 AM, bringing 
the Moon into the picture. What 
did it mean to have Sun, Moon, 
Mercury and Venus at my Midheaven 
with Kyrie Eleison? Were they 
there merely to have me repeat 
this prayer for some reason 
--something I'd done a hundred 
times during that day. Was there 
some cosmic reason or requirement 
that had to be fulfilled on what 
was, for me, this extraordinary 
day? That was the gift of the New 
Moon. 

And on 29th June my Datsun, 
in which I play only tapes, was 
in the shop. I had on an impulse 
turned the radio on in the rented 
car and heard a most moving song 
for the first time. No names were 
given, no title. The words were 
being sung in a duet. It was her 
voice which sounded familiar. 
It's got to be Sarah Brightman, I 
thought. Both of their voices 
were exquisite. I was just able 
to catch the words before it 
ended: "Love me, that's all I ask 
of you." I sat in the parked car 
and pondered over this rare, 
emotional and magical moment, not 
realizing until later that it 
marked with a perfect ending the 
chapter begun with Kyrie Eleison. 

I had heard the song exactly 
an hour after the Full Moon. 
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PRIMARY PROGRESSIONS?

THERE'S BEEN some correspondence 
concerning my method of rectify- 
ing Gorbachev's chart, described 
in the previous issue. [*1] I'm 
surprised that some of you are 
surprised by this approach. 
Surely as one of the first steps 
in the evaluation of a horoscope, 
certainly as the very first in 
any rectification, one examines 
the timings of aspects that 
become exact within six hours of 
the assumed moment of birth, 
relating these to major events in 
the life of the native. 

I've turned to the litera- 
ture, looked up Directions and 
Progressions in both De Vore [*2] 
and Larousse [*3], and find no 
reference to this basic ap- 
proach. Marr [*4] doesn't refer 
to it either. 

These exact planetary as- 
pects are, with the possible 
exception of close aspects to the 
angles, the most important of all 
of the aspects within the birth 
chart. Obviously we all know 
this--the tighter the aspect the 
more effective it is. 

One can interpret these 
exact aspects as predominating 
throughout the native's life, but 
with an important proviso: a 
native born, say, two hours 
before a Moon square Saturn 


becomes exact will from a very 
early age experience the feelings 
of inferiority, the excessive 
need for love, appreciation and 
security, the constant frustra- 
tion, moodiness and frequent 
depressions that so often accom- 
pany this aspect, but these 
feelings and the ever-present 
self-discipline and fear of being 
compromised or exposed will come 
to a head when Moon exactly 
squares Saturn--around age thirty 
for this hypothetical example. At 
this time there will be an event 
or a series of events purely of 
the nature of, in this case, the 
Moon-Saturn square. Following the 
time of the exact aspect the life 
will have experienced a radical 
change. It is as if the impending 
doom and gloom, in the case of a 
difficult aspect like the Moon- 
Saturn example, or the overly- 
optimistic expectations, if the 
exact aspect is a more fortunate 
one, have been experienced for 
what they really are. A major act 
of maturity occurs, irrespective 
of the native's age at the time. 
Thereafter the native and his/her 
world will be quite different. A 
moment of absolute truth has been 
experienced. 

Some examples should clarify 
this. I've pulled out some charts 
in which each native experienced 
a major event on a stated date. I 
have not attempted to rectify any 
of the given times. 


Chart 1: Female. Her husband 
killed two infant children and 
then he committed suicide. 

Her birth data is 04:00 EST 
(09:00 UT), 21st December 1936, 


Montreal: 45N31 73W34. She dis- 
covered the murder at 21:00 EDT, 
23rd May (01:00 UT, 24th May) 
1964, Montreal. 

The native's age for this 
event was 27 years 154 days, or 
27.422 years. 

Multiply the age by 0.06571 
[*5] to obtain the time arc 
between birth and the event. 
27.422 x 0.06571 = 1.802 hours, 
or 1 hour 48 minutes. [*6] 

Birth time plus arc = 09:00 
+/- 01:48 == 10:48 or 07:12. 

Refer to a listing of the 
times of exact aspects opposite. 
Here The American Ephemeris 1931 
to 1980 is being used: 

The earlier of the two 
calculated two times, 07:12, is 
just one minute away from when

the third of the listed aspects, 
ME-60-SA, became exact. Remember 
that we are working with an 
unrectified time of birth. 

The aspect was exact before 
the birth time, it is a regressed 
primary aspect and these are just 
as effective as those that occur 
after birth. 

The timing is exact and the 
two planets involved are appro- 
priate, but readers may be puz-— 
zled that the aspect involved is 
a sextile. 

Let 's examine the chart. 
17° Scorpio rises in a nocturnal 
chart shortly after a Neptune 
station opposite Saturn. 

The Sun is in the last 
degree of Sagittarius in the IInd 
house. It squares a waxing Vth- 
house Moon, separates from a 
quincunx to Pluto, and is moving 
to Jupiter in early Capricorn. 

The Moon's trine to Pluto 
occurred when the native was very 
young, close to her third birth- 
day, and the semisquare with 
Venus does not become exact until 
twelve years after the event we 
are examining, nonetheless both 
of these lunar aspects must be 
considered, as must the Neptune 
station (exact when the native 
reaches the age of 43) and the 
Sun-Moon square (age 37-38), if

the astrologer is to evaluate the 
native's character, the world in 
which she lives and how she will 
react to and attract the events 
encountered at different times in 
her life. 

Why should this sextile have 
the effect it did ? 

The major aspect in the sky 
at the time of the birth was the 
Saturn opposition to the station- 
ary Neptune. This effects the Vth 
and XIth houses (by equal house 
the opposition is plumb on the 
two cusps). Neptune is extremely 
strong in this chart: it is at

its station, it closely aspects 
the rising degree, and it is the 
elevated body in the strongest 
aspect within the chart. A con- 
junction is technically a strong- 
er aspect than an opposition but 
the only conjunction here, that 
between the Sun and Jupiter, is 
weakened by being out of sign 

Mercury, which sextiles the 
rising degree, is trine Neptune 
and sextile Saturn. The Mercury 
sextile to Saturn is technically 
a benefic aspect but, because it 
aspects both ends of a distinctly 
malefic opposition, it is liable 
to bring into effect the full 
force of the Saturn-Neptune 
aspect. Some texts suggest that a 
planet in this position may 
modify the aspect by virtue of 
its joint aspect, but this really 
doesn't apply to Mercury, who is 
a changeling, neither benefic nor 
malefic, his nature always de- 
pends on the direction the wind 
is blowing and here it has a 
distinctly sickly blast. The 
sextile Mercury sends to Saturn 
is, as it were, a waning sextile 
and Saturn must therefore control 
the relationship between itself 
and Mercury. Saturn's domination 
is confirmed by Mercury being in 
Capricorn. 

Jupiter is trine Uranus. 
Because of its weak conjunction 
with the Sun, Jupiter here de- 
scribes something about the men 
in the native's life. It is in 
the VIIIth house of the husband, 
trine Uranus in his XIIth. I 
believe it was Reinhold Ebertin 
(or rather the translator of his 
German writings into English) who 
coined the phrase “a lucky es- 


cape" for positive aspects be- 
tween Jupiter and Uranus. The 
combination of Jupiter conjunct 
the Sun and trine Uranus is 
certainly usually considered a 
fortunate one but here it is 
weakened by Jupiter being close 
(16') to the Mars/Saturn midpoint 
and the out-of-sign conjunction. 

Neptune is without a doubt 
the strongest body in this chart, 
but Pluto is also unusually 
strong. It is the highest body in 
the chart, with the same altitude 
as the Midheaven, and receives a 
close trine from the Moon. To 
confound matters Neptune and 
Pluto, 50045' apart, are in 
septile aspect. Whatever Neptune 
causes to occur in the life will 
be colored by Pluto. 

The husband is represented 
by Venus in this chart. The Venus 
semisquare from the Moon may seem 
wide to the theoretical purist, 
1023', but this is a fast-moving 
Moon, 150 in the day, and the 
semisquare does become exact 
during the native's lifetime, 
when measured in the manner the 
writer uses. Venus is also ses- 
quiquadrate Pluto. Hence, using

simplistic symbolism, the husband 
(Venus) connects children (Venus 
semisquare Moon in Vth) with 
death (Venus sesquiquadrate 
Pluto). The XIth house here is 
the husband's Vth house of chil- 
dren, with Neptune stationary on 
its cusp. Mercury from the hus— 
band's VIIIth house sextiles 
Saturn and hence triggers the 
Neptune-Saturn opposition. 

I do not know if the mur- 
dered infants were the children 
of the native and her husband. 
The house placement of the Sat- 
urn-Neptune opposition and the 
Moon in the native's Vth suggest 
this was so. At the time of the 
event the native was experiencing 
her secondary lunar return. 

A sextile aspect from Mer- 
cury to Saturn may at first 
appear surprising as the prime 
indicator of this tragedy. It is 
not unreasonable given the over- 
all structure of the chart con- 
cerned. 

The foregoing is not a 
rectification, to do so on the 
basis of a single event is not 
wise. Those who rectify by moving 
the angles will probably suggest 
the birth time could be earlier 
with progressed MC opposing natal 
Moon, or converse MC conjunct 
Pluto for this event. However, 
the timing of this Mercury-Saturn 
aspect suggests that the reported 
time of 4 o'clock in the morning 
may be only a minute away from 
being exact. Natal Mercury at 
16CP47 conjunct the Saturn/Asc 
midpoint, 16CP52, seems to con- 
firm this. 


Chart 2: Derek Bentley, born 
23:00 UT, 30th June 1933 at 
Blackfriars, London: 51N32 OW06. 

Bentley was an illiterate 
19-year old who, on 28th January 
1953, was hanged for the November 
1952 shooting of a policeman by 
his 17-year old companion Craig. 
As a juvenile in the eyes of the 
law, Craig could not stand trial 
for murder. 

Four hours after Bentley's 
birth his twin was born, who 
survived for only two hours. 
David was neglected at birth and 
contacted bronchial pneumonia. 

He was a timid child, ex- 
tremely attached to his mother. 

At age 4 he fell froma 
truck and sustained a head injury 
which affected his health for the 
rest of his life. 

He was mentally incapable of 
learning at school. Although he 
attended several different ones 
he never learnt to read or write. 

He left school at age 15 and 
shortly after was sentenced to 
three years in an Approved School 
by a juvenile court for stealing. 

On his release at age 18, he 
worked for a removal company, 
then as a garbage collector (tal 
dustman" in England). 

At the end of 1951 he met 
the younger Craig and is reported 
to have been immediately fasci- 
nated by him. 

On the night of 22nd Novem- 
ber 1952, Bentley and Craig at- 
tempted to burgle a warehouse. 
During the subsequent roof-top 
chase Craig shot and killed a 
policeman; Bentley did not have a 
gun. 

Age at hanging: 19.583 yrs.

An close enough timing, just 
two minutes off. But could the 
astrologer have predicted the 
nature of the event? 

I do not see evidence of a 
twin in the chart. 


The neglect at birth and the 
bronchial pneumonia can be relat- 
ed to the descent of Jupiter and 
Mars over the horizon shortly 
after birth. 

The fall from the truck at 
age four relates to the Ascendant 
coming to oppose Jupiter-Neptune. 

Leaving school and being 
sent to a school for delinquents 
at age 15 coincides with the 
progressed MC opposite the Sun 
and square Moon. 

Bentley's inability to read 
or write despite his attendance 
at several schools over a ten- 
year period must be considered. 
The Moon's aspects and those of 
the rising degree indicate intel- 
ligence or the lack of it. The 
placement and aspects of Mercury 
describe the direction of the 
native's mental tastes and his 
expression of them rather than 
intellectual ability. 

The Moon is square the Sun 
(42' orb), trine Saturn (6°5'), 
sextile Mercury (4954'), and 
semi-sextile Neptune (1°28'). 
The trine to Saturn is wide, as 
is the sextile to Mercury, and it 
is not an intellectually-stimu- 
lating aspect. The Moon-Sun 
square should take nothing away 
from the mental powers but Lis. 
does indicate some incompatibili- 
ty within Bentley's nature, and 
difficulties with those in au- 
thority, who will fail to sympa— 
thize with him. Charles Carter 
wrote "~The native stands alone 
or at least at variance with the 
common stock." [* 7] 

Main Ascendant aspects: 
180-JP (2029'), 180-NP (6037'), 
120-SO (5051'), 135-VE (204 ). 


The oppositions of Jupiter and 
Neptune (and Mars) to the rising 
degree suggest an inability to 
concentrate. 

The oppositions to the 
Ascendant also indicate that 
Bentley could be unduly influ- 
enced by other people. There is 
an overall emphasis in the west- 
ern half of the chart, especially 
within the north-west quadrant. 
One looks for self-direction in 
the eastern half of the chart and 
here we have just Saturn and 
Uranus, a quintile apart, with 
Uranus squared by Venus. 

According to Charles Carter, 
the Venus-Uranus square indicates 
",..unfortunate associates will 
menace the life...co-operation of 
any kind becomes almost impossi- 
ble. There is...an unusual rigid- 
ity of outlook and opinion from 
which the native cannot be 
moved." [* 8] 

Mercury's wide semi-sextiles 
to the Sun and to Neptune are not 
likely to have stimulated any 
intellectual interest. The semi- 
square to Jupiter may be too 
wide, orb 2938'. By virtue of its 
sign placement, Mercury must be 
considered as opposed by Saturn. 

Could the astrologer have 
predicted that the native would 
be executed for a crime everyone 
knew he did not commit? 

The Sun-Moon square contains 
all of the bodies in the western

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half of the chart, as such it has 
a controlling influence over 
them, defining their bounds of 
activity. Coming exact at the 
time of the event, it has the 
effect of nullifying each of the 
six bodies it contains. 

The converse secondary Moon 
is conjunct the converse Ascend- 
ant, which indicates great sensi- 
tivity, and the possibility of a 
threat to the physical vehicle. 

But secondary progressed Sun 
is conjunct natal Venus. 

Transiting Saturn opposes 
natal Uranus. 

By Naibod direction Uranus 
squares natal Saturn. 

Combine the indications of 
the Saturn transit, the Uranus 
direction, and the converse Moon 
conjunct Ascendant, each of which 
coincides with the exact timing 
of the Sun square Moon--and yes, 
the astrologer could say that 
this may involve the death of the 
native. But it becomes very 
difficult if the timing of the 
Sun square Moon is ignored. 

Could we also say that 
Bentley was the victim of an 


antiquated, inflexible judicial 
system? Everything within the 
chart screams "victim." Jupiter, 


possibly pompous and muddled by 
Neptune's proximity, opposes the 
Ascendant. And there is the 
Saturn-Uranus effect, both by 
transit and primary direction; 
these two autocrats stand apart 
from all of the other bodies in 
the birth chart. Perhaps the 
astrologer could not describe the 
event beforehand, but all of the 
elements are present for us to 
see now after the event. 


Chart 3: 

Ronald Kray, born 20:10 UT, 24th 
October 1933, Hoxton, in London's 
East End: 51N32 0E04. 

An identical twin, brother 
Reginald was born 10 minutes 
earlier (MC OPS47, ASC SCN16), 
the only physical difference 
between the two is a mole on 
Ron's neck. There was an elder 
brother. 

They had a poor home, little 
education, and were evacuated out 
of London during the Blitz for 
two years, aged 6-7. 

After leaving school at age 
15, they became porters at Lon- 
don's fish market in Billingsgate 
for two years, then door-to-door 
dealers (like their father) in 
second-hand clothing. 

The twins were violent 
bullies. At age 16 Ron beat up a 
policeman. Both became profes- 
sional boxers when they were 17. 

They were conscripted into 
the army at age 18. Most of their 
two-year National Service was 
spent in the base lockup for 
minor infractions. They deserted, 
were captured and court-mart- 
ialled in May 1953, aged 19. 

Civilians again at age 20, 
they became the leaders of a gang 
of race-course mobsters. 

Age 23, Ron attacked a man 
with a bayonet, he was imprisoned 
in a mental hospital, escaped and 
was recaptured. 

Age 25, Reggie was sentenced 
to 18 months in prison for extor— 
tion. 

Reggie married in April 1965 
There was a separation in March 
1967. His wife killed herself 
with drugs in June 1967.

RONALD KRAY 
20:10 UT, 24th October 1933 
51N32 OE04. 


The twins were gamblers, who 
gave away money to discharged 


prisoners. They had an large 
sword collection and a pet snake. 
The pair were social animals and 
held large, well publicized par- 
ties. 

Ronnie was the leader: he 
was loud voiced and had fits of 
ungovernable rage. 

The two men had a need to 
let off steam. In their thirties 
they enjoyed playing Cowboys and 
Indians, riding ponies and shoot— 
ing guns on municipal sports 
fields. 


The twins are said to have 
loved children, and to have 
wanted to be respected. Their 
money came from extortion and 
fear. 

On 5th March 1969 both were 
sentenced to thirty years impris- 
onment for the murder of three 
men.

Just two minutes away from 
this calculated time, at 22:32 
UT, Mercury was exactly semi- 
square Jupiter; an aspect appro- 
priate for a judicial sentencing.

There are similarities in 
this chart to that of Bentley, a 
waxing square of the Moon to the 
Sun in the same part of the 
chart, and an emphasis on the 
western half of the chart; but 
Kray's aspects are much sharper :

But the Moon, weak by sign, 
has no close aspects--its last 
before the birth was its square 
to Jupiter (706'), and its next 
will be the opposition with Pluto 
(804'). 

One would expect Mars to 
predominate in the chart and it 
does so by virtue of its dexter 
square to the angular Neptune, a 
clear indication of loan-shark- 
ing, and of a vindictive, bully- 
ing, unscrupulous nature. Neptune 
is the body closest to an angle 
and rules the Midheaven, but it 
is dominated by the close square 
from Mars.[*9] Mars is sextile 
the Jupiter-Saturn trine from 
near its midpoint and it is the 
focus of a series of difficult 
aspects that span the chart and 


connect the Uranus-Pluto square 
to the Mars-Neptune one: Mars is 
sesquiquadrate Uranus, which 


squares Pluto, and Pluto is 
semisquare Neptune, which Mars 
squares. 

Does Mercury semisquare 


Jupiter predict the event? The 
two bodies are placed on either 
side of the Sun and able, there- 
fore, to fully curtail its free- 
dom of movement and expression. 
If evaluated in isolation of the 
rest of the chart, the aspect is 
usually interpreted as indicating 
a serious attack on one's reputa- 
tion. 

At the sentencing transiting 
Venus and Saturn were conjunct at 
the place of secondary pro- 
gressed Uranus, progressed Mars 
was opposite natal Ascendant, and 
the progressed MC was opposing 


natal Jupiter. If we combine 
these factors with the primary 
ME-45-JP aspect, we can expect 
the event to be as it was.

Mercury-Mars conjunction, and 
parallel both Saturn and Neptune. 

The Neptune-Saturn opposi- 
tion is emphasized both by its 
angularity and by the parallels 
from the Moon. Someone born with 
Neptune rising can enjoy being a 


victim, especially when opposed 
by stern Saturn. Here this combi- 
nation, because of the Moon's 


parallels to it, will effect the 
sensation nature. It can result 
in some degree of masochism, in 
sensual enjoyment from being 
hurt. Wounding oneself implies 
piercing the skin (Saturn). 


The reported dreaminess goes 
with Neptune rising. 

The Mercury-Uranus conjunc- 
tion is quite close (18'). It 
could, if other indications 
agree, indicate a highly enlight- 
ened and talented individual, but 
here there are no such indica- 
tions and we can instead expect 
the native to be stubborn, secre- 
tive, highly-strung, and with a 
likely mental kink. 

That the Moon-Saturn paral- 
lel should have effected the 
health in the way it did can be 
explained by the two bodies being 
located equidistant about the 
descending degree, their midpoint 
very close (33') to opposing the 
unrectified Ascendant. 

At the time of the murder 
Pluto had returned to its natal 
position by converse secondaries 
(it had its station on 7th April 
1933 corresponding to when the 
native was aged ten). Converse 
Uranus is at the same place, 
conjunct natal Plute+ 

Again, as we saw for Bentley 
at the time of his hanging, the 
secondary Sun is conjunct natal 


Venus.

The 12th degree of Capricorn 
rises with five bodies in the 
VIIth, Mars opposing the Ascend- 
ant. 

Uranus is close to the IC. 
It squares Venus and is trine the 
Moon. 

Neptune, the next body the 
Moon will cross, is involved ina 
T-cross by its opposition to 
Saturn and square to Jupiter. 

So we again have a Neptune- 
Saturn opposition (the charts 
have been taken from the same 
period). There is also Venus 
square Uranus. 

Difficult aspects between 
Saturn and Neptune are often 
found in the charts of those with 
a definite persecution mania. 
Roberts certainly must have felt 
persecuted as he was hunted by 
the police (Jupiter as part of 
the T-cross with Saturn and 
Neptune) for several months as he 
hid out in the autumnal forest. 

The Venus square to Uranus 
is wide. It suggests a distorted 
self-will and an unusual rigidity 
of outlook, together with an 
exaggerated idea of independence 
and personal freedom. 

At 20:00 UT Uranus is 7033' 
east of the IC and Mars 5935' 
south of the Descendant. Mars 


sets when 220 Scorpio is on the 
MC, Uranus is at the IC when the

MC is 10° Scorpio. (These values 
alter slightly if the birthtime 
is adjusted to 20:07.) Around the 
same time that progressed Ascend- 
ant opposes Mars, converse MC 
comes opposite Uranus. We have, 
therefore, a progressed mundane 
square between Mars and Uranus 
with all of its risk-taking, 
violence, lack of patience, and 
the need to have his own way at 
all costs. The effect of this 
mundane square will be similar to 
that of the primary exact aspects 
which are the subject of this 
article. Indeed it is one, al- 
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though it will not be found 
listed in any Daily Aspectarian, 
and as such will have an effect 
throughout the life. However, 
like the exact aspects listed in 
the ephemeris, there will be a 
time when its effect is maxi- 
mized, when it will drastically 
alter the whole direction of the 
life. For Roberts this will have 
occurred when he was about six 
years old. Given the planets 
involved, their house positions, 
and events occurring at the time, 
I would expect this to relate to 
a major domestic upset involving 
the father or, less likely the 
home, caused by the war. 

In November 1966, the month 
Roberts killed the policemen, the 
progressed MC and the converse 
Ascendant had become conjunct 
each other at the position of 
natal Jupiter, the secondary pro- 
gressed Sun was opposing the 
progressed Ascendant, and pro- 
gressed Moon was square natal 
Ascendant. 

Transit Neptune was conjunct 
the natal Ascendant. 

The primary aspect exact at 
the time of the event, Moon 
contra-parallel to Saturn, is an 
opposition in declination, a 
brick wall with no way through 
it; not even if you hide among 
the bushes and falling leaves of 
King Henry VIII's old hunting 


forest.

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The 29th degree of Virgo 
rises with the Sun in the XIth 
and the Moon near the cusp of the 
VIth house. 

There is a grand trine in 
Air signs involving three bodies 
in Gemini, the Sun, Mercury and 
Venus, Neptune in Libra, and the 
Moon in Aquarius. 

Pluto in Leo opposes the 
Moon but in doing so sextiles the 
two other arms of the Grand 
Trine. Far from being a negative 
aspect, this gives a positive 
Meaning to the otherwise-suspect 
Grand Trine. Besides being relat- 
ed to the god of the underworld 
in his capacity as Death, Pluto 
is also very much the planetary 
source of wealth. 

The Moon is conjunct its 
North Node. Mercury is semisquare 
Jupiter. 

Uranus in the Xth sextiles 
Jupiter in the VIIIth and squares 
Saturn in the Ist house. 

Birth was during a Venus 
hour on Jupiter's day (Thursday). 

The Fortuna is in the 1Xth, 
an indication of good fortune 
from foreign sources. 

At the time of his winning 
there were several close and 
appropriate transits the most 
important being transit Pluto 
conjunct the natal Ascendant. To 
confirm the nature of the event, 
the transiting Sun-Uranus con- 
junction was on natal Saturn, and 
transit Jupiter was opposing its 
natal position. 

Secondary progressed Uranus 
was conjunct the progressed MC. 
Progressed Moon was conjunct 
progressed Ascendant. 


Could the astrologer have 


predicted the nature of the 
event? 

That really depends on how 
the natal Pluto will have been 
interpreted, and hence the effect 
of its transit over the Ascend- 
ant. Certainly the exact trine 
from the Moon to Mercury should 
be taken into very careful con- 
sideration. There's nothing 


negative about it. 
DIRECTIONS OR PROGRESSIONS? 


An accepted definition of 
Secondary Progressions is that 
they are “the zodiacal aspects 
formed by the orbital motions of 
the planets on successive days 
after birth, each day accounted 
the equivalent of one year of 
life." [*11] 

By contrast, "Any method, 
for determining the changing 
influences of the altered rela- 
tionship between the cuspal and 
the planet's places on successive 
days or years after birth, that 
is based upon the diurnal rota- 
tion of the earth upon its axis, 
are known as Primary Directions. 
The measure employed is the 
elapsed time during which one 
complete degree of Right Ascen- 
sion passes over the meridian."

I submit that the aspects 
discussed in this article should 
be termed Primary Progressions.

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They are formed by the 
orbital motions of the planets 
and hence they are not directions 
but progressions. A direction is 
the movement of the elements 
within a chart by a constant 


symbolic amount, such as the 
solar arc, a degree or Naibod's 
arc. It disregards the true 


astronomical motion of a body, 
which is not so here. 

The measure employed for 
determining when these aspects 
will become effective in the life 
is the elapsed time during which 
one degree of Right Ascension 
passes over the meridian, as such 
they are not secondary but pri- 
mary. The exact aspects referred 
to here all occur within six 
hours of the moment of birth. 
They have nothing to do with the 
day-for-a-year measure which 
considers the movement of the 
planets in the days after the 
birth. 

The absence of any reference 
to these so-basic primary aspects 
in De Vore or Larousse prompts me 
to recall how I first came to use 
them. Like many of Considera- 
tions' readers, I first came to 
astrology at a time when log. 
tables or slide rules were re- 
guired for all calculations. 
There were no solid-state calcu- 
lators with built-in memories, 
certainly no chance of using a 
computer to calculate the chart 
and its progressions as we do 
nowadays. Faced with the complex- 
ity of Primary Directions, which 
I subsequently discovered was due 
to the people who wrote about it 
rather than to the subject it- 
self, and aware of my own weak- 


ness in trigonometry, I took the 
easy way out: I calculated a 
fresh chart for each time a 
degree crossed the Midheaven. 
This enabled me to observe the 
natal positions of the planets 
come to the different house cusps 
by the diurnal movement of the 
earth. It also showed the obvi- 
ous: the planets themselves are 
not frozen but continue to move 
and to form aspects, to make 
partial aspects exact both before 
and after the moment of birth. 

I had a personal interest in 
doing this. At my own birth the 
Sun lacked just six minutes of 
arc from being exactly square one 
of the outer bodies. Would the 
influence of this square increase 
as I grew older? When could I 
expect its effect to maximize in 
my life? From the calculation of 
my series of Primary Progressed 
annual charts I was able to 
answer these questions, at least 
in theory. 

When the square became exact 
and my life was burst apart in 
many unexpected directions, I was 
at least able to face the cosmic 
firing squad with my eyes open, 
not requiring my awareness of who 
was doing what to whom concealed 
behind any blindfold. 

I'm sure that many of you 
regularly use these Aspectarian 
timings in the way that has been 
explained here. For those readers 
who don't habitually use them in 
your work--you should!

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THE GREATER MALEFIC 


PRIER WINTLE 


SOME YEARS AGO the humorist 
Milton Hayes began a "lecture" on 
the political situation in the 
Near East by reminding us of a 
vitally important point. The Near 
East, he said, is not as far as 
the Far East. It seems to me that 
we should begin this present 
study with a similar thought. The 
founders of astrology character- 
ized Mars as the Lesser Malefic 
and Saturn as the Greater. By 
this they meant of course that 
Mars wasn't as “far out", or bad, 
as Saturn. Saturn was worse than 
Mars. Let us consider this. 

Mars is associated with wars 
and commotions, disagreements, 
dissension, disharmony, anger, 
strife and discord. He rules hot 
feverish illnesses, inflamma- 
tions, boils, ulcers and painful 
sores. He is unruly, arrogant and 
aggressive, and if someone char- 
acterized by him is present ina 
group or gathering, he tends to 
provoke a row or a fight. Sudden 
accidents must be looked for when 
his influence is strong, and 
these usually cause painful and 
bloody injuries which leave 
disfiguring scars. Upon women his 
way is to remove those qualities 
traditionally regarded as femi- 


nine and to make them loud and 
coarse. Militant feminism is 
ruled by Mars. Men instinctively 
call a persistently difficult, 
uncooperative and unfeminine 
woman a “battle-axe", for Mars 
men are natural soldiers--the 
type who really love war and 
killing and who cultivate an 
aggressive masculine haircut and 
general facial expression and 
prefer to be in uniform or mili- 
tary-style clothing. They have an 
inward contempt for all forms of 
"softness", under which term they 
subsume concord, harmony and 
peace in general. Today of course 
the world is supposed to be seek- 
ing peace--World Peace--so the 
natural fighters (who are always 
in prominent places since they 
must kick others out of the way 
till they get to the top) pose as 
"defending the peace", or "fight- 
ing for peace", ignoring the ab- 
surd contradiction in terms. A 
dedicated Mars woman is just as 
intimidating as a dedicated Mars 
man. 

One could go on adding to 
this list almost indefinitely, 
but this is an article upon the 
Greater Malefic, not the Lesser. 
It has been a digression for a 
purpose, however, to make the 
point that astrologers of the 
past considered there was a very 
much worse evil than all of this 
Martian pain and discord. 

I consider traditional 
astrology to have been right in 
believing that certain types of 
people, situations and happenings 
were evils in themselves, and in 
singling out two planets in par- 
ticular as indicators of such 
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evils. This is not fashionable in 
the climate of present day as- 
trology. Mars today has dropped 
almost completely out of the 
"baddie" list. Since the publica- 
tion of Margaret Hone's Modern 
Textbook of Astrology at the 
beginning of the 1950s he has 
become synonymous with energy, 
the driving force or initiative- 
producing principle in human 
affairs and the world generally. 
In himself he is neither good nor 
bad but a perfectly neutral force 
like steam, which may be put to 
constructive or destructive uses. 
If you are careless with it you 
will be scalded but that is all 
you have to fear. 

There has been more hesita- 
tion and wariness in dealing with 
Saturn. Even today no one really 
likes the prospect of a conjunc- 
tion, square or opposition form- 
ing between Saturn and the Sun, 
Moon or ruler of the chart. 
Nevertheless it isn't for want of 
trying. There is a general feel- 
ing that we ought to love him. 
Article after article appears as- 
suring us that Saturn is really a 
friend who can give us stability, 
security, a sense of proportion, 
peace at the close, and what not. 
Whole books have been written 
taking a new look at the old 
devil. The pity of it is that 
even though it never quite car- 
ries conviction, it does unfortu- 
nately have the effect of putting 
some readers off guard when a 
more realistic astrological prog- 
nosis might have helped them to 
prepare for-trouble. [*1] 

For trouble does happen. 
There is plenty of it in the 


world we live in, and in one form 
or another it comes to all of us 
at some time in our lives. Saturn 
aspects, above all others, are 
the surest astrological warnings 
of it: part of the astrologer's 
responsibility should be to help 
his or her client realize this 
and face up to it, neither exag- 
gerating nor minimizing but 
always helping the client to see 
the situation in true perspec-— 
tive. The fashion for never 
telling a patient in a hospital 
when his condition is serious is 
passing away and this article is 
written in what I hope is to be 
the new fashion. 

The worst characteristics of 
Saturn are his coldness and his 
anonymity. He is the archetypical 
official, and it is officialdom 
that rules the world today. Of 
course if you read the newspapers 
or listen to the radio or watch 
TV you might be excused for 
thinking that Mars rules the 
world, since priority of report- 
ing is always given to the latest 
war, insurrection, riot, murder 
or violent disaster. But don't be 
misled. There is another princi- 
ple at work which wants to con- 
trol you and everybody else and 
which believes that the best way 
to do this is not to let you know 
what is going on. At best it may 
tell you half truths. Mars events 
are useful to it because they 
tend to be spectacular and thus 
divert attention from other 
things. Sexual scandals and lurid 
happenings in the film or TV 


world (where Mars combines with 
Venus and Neptune) come next on 
the list, followed by sport and 
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the fortune, 
of prominent 


public or private, 
figures in the 


political, business or religious 
field (Jupiter). You are not 
supposed to know the really 


important things that are going 
on. Above all, you can be sure 
that the man or woman you vote 
for is not the one who takes real 
decisions and really holds the 
reins of power. 

It wasn't always so. In past 
ages there were kings who really 
were kings; kings whom everyone 
could see, who gave their own 
orders using their own words. 
Today the only kings and queens 


still in existence in the "ad- 
vanced" nations are "constitu- 
tional monarchs"; that is, fig- 


ureheads. They read speeches 
prepared for them by anonymous 
people and take no action before 
a whole hierarchy of other people 
with names receding further and 
further into the woodwork have 
been forewarned, and their ap-

proval secured. It isn't only the 
false kings whose words and 
actions are not their own words 
and actions. No president of the 
United States today could be 
elected simply by being who he 
is, speaking his own thoughts and 
(horror of horrors) taking action 
on his own initiative; nor could 
any president or prime minister 
anywhere else in the "civilized" 
world. 

Slowness, deadness and 
inhumanity are the main charac 
teristics of that rule, Here I 
must digress for a moment to 
guard against a possible miscon- 
ception. In a book sometimes 
called The Dawn of Magic and 
sometimes The Morning of the 
Magicians when it first appeared 
about 25 years ago, the authors, 
Louis Pauwels and Jacques Bergi- 
er, suggested that our planet was 


destined to be ruled by a "cryp- 
tocracy", that is, a secret 
government, the real members of 


which would always remain unknown 
but which would manipulate and 
govern through the existing forms 
of government, whatever these 
might be in any particular coun- 
try. This is NOT what I am writ- 
ing about. There may well be much 
justification for the idea. 
People and forces may exist which 
are capable of manipulating a 
system which is itself a manipu- 
lating system. Plutonic forces 
such as those which thrive in the 
underworld of most of the large 
cities in America and many other 
countries, and which organize 
crime, prostitution, the drug 
scene, etc., in syndicates or 
"families" are obvious candidates 
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for the role. Nevertheless by 
themselves alone they could not 
set up all the conditions neces- 
sary. The evils which Pluto 
organizes are to a large extent 
derivative or parasitic. Organ- 
ized crime is a parasite on 
society. It organizes murder and 
violence, but it can only do this 
because Mars copiously supplies 
murder and violence wherever it 
may be required, almost anywhere 
in the world. Similarly the 


coldness, hardness, selfishness 
and above all anonymity and 
repudiation of personal contact 


and caring which characterize 


.Saturn and which are the way 


things are at city and government 
level all over the world today 
are tailor-made for Plutonic 
manipulation. But we must recog- 
nize them first of all as Sat- 
urn's work. 

Saturn is stronger than Mars 
because his organization is much 
better and more far-reaching. 
Sometimes one reads descriptions 
which suggest that he is the 
principle of organization, upon 
which we are therefore dependent. 
This is a misconception. In a 
sense every planet organizes in 
its own way but with some, like 
the Sun or Venus, the structure 
is more open and the bonds are 
those of loyalty or love. Mer- 
cury's organization is intellec- 
tual and logical classification. 
Jupiter's is a legal hierarchy 
based on belief in spiritual 
justice. Mars and Saturn are the 
two planets which set up organi- 
zations which are independent of 
and external to humankind and 
which therefore attempt to regu- 


as a nut. "Them things is just 
things." It is generally accepted 
that we do not live in a world 
which, in its own way, is living 
and conscious as we are, and to 
which we must therefore relate, 
but in a world which is just a 
thing, to be pushed around and 
carved up and regulated. And 
ninety-nine per cent of our own 
selves are made of this same 
thing-stuff, we believe, even 
though we are conscious, and 
possibly have a soul which can be 
saved. Consequently we too are 
ripe for regulation, which is 
what Saturn wants, for this is 
his world-picture. 

Who could have thought two 
centuries ago, when ninety per 
cent of the world's population, 
even in advanced nations, lived 
on the land and in contact with 
the land and its natural rhythms, 
that a complete transformation 
was about to occur and that 
shortly more than ninety per cent 
of the people in the advanced 
nations would work either in 
factories or in offices, often in 
shifts throughout the day and 
night, with no contact at all 
with the natural rhythms of this 
world? In they come at certain 
appointed times, in cars, buses 
and trains, and back they go 
again at other appointed times, 
commuting daily from dormitory 
suburbs laid out in neat rows or 
from endless serial numbers in 
high rise apartments. Who rules 
time? Why, Saturn of course; but 
not LIVING time. Not the time 
which rises with the Sun in the 
morning and moves in rhythm 
through the days and nights and 
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through the seasons, measuring 
its length not by hours and 
minutes but by the intensity with 
which we live our lives. Saturn's 
time is the time of B. F. Skinner 
[*6], which has nothing whatever 
to do with our subjective feel- 
ings and experiences. It never 
varies its pace, for Saturn is 
the archetypical, external, 
objective regulator. We have so 
much time for sleeping, and so 
much time for washing and dress- 
ing, and so much for eating and 
so much for getting to work. Even 
when we were younger it was so 
much time for getting to school 
and the time to be spent at 
school was precisely measured out 
and punctuated by bells. Exactly 
so many years had to be spent 
there and then we began our 
working life. The precise length 
of life is also specified and 
laid down. As the Department of 
Health and Social Security spelt 
it out in my own case recently: 
"For pension purposes Mr. 
Wintle's working life con- 
sists of 45 years of which 40 
(90% of 45) must be reckoned 
before entitlement to British 
retirement pension can exist 
at the standard rate..." 

The trouble is, we all want 
this. We are suckers for it 
because what we all want is 
security and Saturn wins because 
he promises stable, secure condi- 
tions.

It is no accident that 
recorded history, which is after 
all the study of human behavior- 
ism in past centuries, consists 
on the one hand in a saga of wars 
and conquests (Mars) and on the 
other in a study of constitution- 
al and legal development and the 
enforcement of law and order by 
this, that or the other authority 
over ever larger areas of the 
Earth's surface (Saturn). People 
have an undeniable impulse to hit 
other people and grab what they 
own. It is evident in children 
even from the earliest age. This 
is Mars. But they also want to 
retain what they owns, and for 
this reason law has always had 
its attractions: I mean law in 
the sense of strong police forces 
to guarantee property rights, the 
swift apprehension and punishment 
of malefactors, the hanging of 
thieves, etc. This is Saturn. The 
earliest code of Saturn law of 
which we have definite knowledge 
is that of Hammurabi, King of 
Babylon, dating from the 3rd 
millennium B.C. Its provisions 
were carved in stone and exhibit- 
ed in the market place. It gave 
no quarter to anyone who trifled 
with other people's private 
property. 

In Roman times the magis- 
trates would exhibit the laws 
they intended to enforce publicly 
on tablets and parchments for all 
to see. The Romans produced the 
best armies the world had seen up 
till that time, and also the best 
laws. The civil wars around the 
time of Julius Caesar and the end 
of the Roman Republic were so 
horrific, however, that when the 
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Emperors took over people were 
forced to submit to a system of 
controls which began to penetrate 
into almost every facet of life. 
In the centuries that followed 
the Roman bureaucracy became more 
and more the real government of 
the Empire, able to foment in- 
trigues against the emperors and 
even to get rid of those it 
disliked. Significantly, it was 
composed mainly of freedmen (that 
is, men who had once been slaves, 
chiefly Greeks, chosen for intel- 
lectual subtlety) and of slaves. 
Unfree status is the unmistakable 
mark of Saturn. These men came to 
be able to direct and control the 
old aristocracy, taxing them, 
decreeing forfeiture of their 
property and even imprisoning or 
proscribing them on what would be 
represented by them as the Impe- 
rial whim. They themselves re- 
mained always unnamed and name- 
less. This too is always Saturn's 


way, just as he always yearns to 
bring down anyone who, either by 
birth or achievement, has at- 


tained prominence and power or 
made a name for himself in an 
open way. Under this rule the 
Roman Empire gradually declined 
and Roman character itself under- 
went a slow and subtle change for 
the worse. From being a proud and 
fearless Roman, with a reputation 
for standing by his word and 
always carrying out what he said 
he would do, the typical citizen 
of the empire became known for 
greed, rapacity, cynicism and the 
tendency to turn even on his 
closet friends in the pursuit of 
whatever he believed to be his 
self-interest. Palace revolutions 


and assassinations caused the 
death of emperor after emperor. 
Eventually the rot went so far 
that in the West the barbarian 
invaders could no longer be kept 
out. At least there they put an 
end to the Roman bureaucracy when 
they sacked Rome and replaced its 
rule with a more primitive but 
also more robust kingly, govern- 
ment. The system persisted in 
Constantinople where it became 
Synonymous with fanatical fossil- 
ized rigidity and the most fero- 
cious resistance to any form of 
change that has ever afflicted 
any government in the world. 
Eventually the Turks put an end 
to it in the 15th century. 
During the thirteen and a 
half centuries which followed 
after the fall of Rome in 410 
A.D. until the latter half of the 
18th Century, Saturn's influence 
upon humanity in Western Europe 
was confined to what may be 
described as his normal activi- 
ties. Even barbarian and feudal 
societies must have some organi- 
zation, and so must churches 
which call themselves universal. 
The Catholic Church throughout 
the Middle Ages aspired to direct 
the spiritual life of every human 
being in Europe and inevitably 
therefore it began prescribing 
regulatory controls and restric- 
tions which affected everyday 
life. As soon as it did so it was 
right up Saturn's street. Take 
sacerdotal celibacy for instance, 
the decree that priests, monks 
and nuns must not marry. The 
practice of celibacy as an ad- 
junct to the spiritual life was 
of course not something first 
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invented by the Catholic Church, 
nor by Christianity in general. 
Several Buddhist sects advocate 
it, and it has been known in many 
religions. What was distinctive 
about it in Medieval Europe was 
its rigidity and the fact that it 
was imposed as a RULE from out- 
side, instead of being something 
to which a religious person might 
be intuitively led and wish to 
practice as part of his or her 
own spiritual development. Here 
we recognize Saturn. For as long 
as the Catholic Church remained 
the one acknowledged spiritual 
head of Europe this rule produced 
abuse, cynical evasion and suspi- 
cion of the clergy by the laity. 
One of the first things Luther 
did at the time of the Reforma- 
tion was to permit priests to 
marry. Indeed the Church went 
much further and decided that sex 
as a whole was, at best, only a 
necessary evil. It therefore fell 
fairly and squarely within Church 
jurisdiction. Innocent II and 
other Popes issued decrees that 
sexual intercourse between mar- 
ried persons was only to be 
permitted on certain days of the 
week and only in certain posi- 
tions [*7]. 

It sometimes seems a mystery 
how and why people en masse will 
put up with things like these, 
but we must never forget that 
basic human craving for security. 
The Middle Ages as a whole were

violent and insecure times, and 
therefore there was a temptation 
to cling to anyone who, on what- 
ever grounds, claimed to be in 
control. To some extent the more 
preposterous the demands it made 
the more holy and deserving 
reverence it might appear to be. 
After all, did not St. Augustine 
give as his reason for believing 
in Christianity itself, "Credo 
quia absurdum est"? [*8] 

In any case the laity did 
not fall behind the Church in 
giving Saturn opportunities to 
express himself. In a warlike 
age, when a gentleman was expect- 
ed to be acquainted with all the 
contemporary Mars weaponry, a 
thrust from a sword or lance, or 
a blow over the head from a mace, 
was a most natural form of death. 
Nevertheless provision had also 
to be made for times of peace and 
for preserving what had been 
conquered. The Medieval Age was 
therefore the age of the castle. 
Built with immensely thick walls 
in some prominent place dominat- 
ing all the countryside around, 
and designed to be as nearly 
impregnable as possible, it 
symbolized temporal power and 
control, supplementing and com- 
plementing the spiritual power 
enshrined in the monastery and 
cathedral. 

The feudal Saturn also 
created the dungeon and the 
instruments of torture associated 
with it. The fetters, manacles, 
and ball and chain, all designed 
to restrict movement, are almost 
symbols of Saturn himself. The 
rack, the thumb-screw, and all 
the others you have heard of, 
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just go to complete the picture. 
Don't dwell on them unnecessari- 
ly: but do realize that some 
principle operative in humankind 
prompted their invention and use. 
Stop white-washing it away. It is 
necessary to be aware of it so 
that you can recognize it when it 
turns up again, in this or some 
other form. 

We don't need to spend much 
time on Medieval justice, except 
to add that the stocks in which 
people were publicly confined by 
their feet for passers-by to 
torment and jeer at, and the 
gibbet, usually erected at a 
crossroads, on which people were 
hanged in chains and then left to 
rot so that the sight and the 
stink would scare others into due 
respect for the law, are both as 
good examples of Saturn at work 
as you could wish for. 

What is significantly more 
worth remembering, though, is the 
plague, the Black Death, which 
periodically swept over Europe, 
sometimes wiping out practically 
the entire population of whole 
towns and villages, leaving no 


one to till the soil. Knowledge 
of hygiene was practically non- 
existent then and religious 


people in particular 
themselves on living without 
consideration for the body. 
Experimentation and research in 
medicine were almost impossible 
because all education was in the 
hands of the Church, which was 
opposed to any form of study not 


prided

directly authorized by itself. 
Saturn always wants to limit what 
people are allowed to do or to 
know. Small wonder that whenever 
the plague struck, carried as it 
was in dirty conditions by rats 
and fleas, there was no defense 
whatever against it. Saturn loves 
dirty conditions. 

A nice example of Mars and 
Saturn working hand in glove, so 
to speak, is the English revolu- 
tionary period of 1648-60, during 
which that nation was split into 
warring religious and political 
factions, the king was captured 
and beheaded, and a revolutionary 
government set up which ruled for 
eleven years. This was also the 
first definite appearance of 
Uranus, an utterly modern influ- 
ence, upon the European political 
scene. It was really before its 
time and the Old Order resumed 
its sway with the restoration of 
Charles II in 1660; but the 
tendency of Mars, Saturn and 
Uranus to operate closely to- 
gether, both as regards time and 
in the sense of subserving each 
other's interests, is something 
we should notice. Like the other 
two, Uranus is a planet which 
tends to work mainly on the 
external plane, dealing with what 
it sees as objective realities. 
Superficially it may seem to bear 
more obvious resemblance to Mars 
than to Saturn since what it does 
it does abruptly and quite often 
violently and, of course, the 
Martian use of Uranian inventions 
for military purposes is all too 
patent. However, Saturn has 
climbed to a position of almost 
total control in our contemporary 
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world--a control surpassing 
anything he has ever been able to 
achieve in the past and which he 
could never have achieved on his 
own--by riding on the back of the 
Uranian scientific revolution of 
the past two hundred years. 

One could say that by means 
of this revolution Uranus has 
provided Saturn and Mars with a 
convenient alias. It is no longer 
fashionable to speak of planets 
in quasi-personal terms. The 
older astrologers thought in 
terms of planetary dignities and 
detriments and told us, for 
instance, that Saturn joys in the 
XIIth house [*9]. Today we have 
to be scientific and objective 
and must think of him only as an 


abstract principle. He is "limi- 
tation", "concretization", "“res- 
istance", and so on, as Mrs. Hone 


ably expounded in her Modern 
Textbook of Astrology [*10]. You 
can't blame him for these things 
because they are all obviously 
necessary stages in the working 
of some sort of impersonal ma- 
chine in which we are all caught 


up. Indeed we seem to be actual 
component parts of it, despite 
our illusions of free will, 


emotions, personality, and so on. 
The astrological world has 
really been developing towards 
this idea or philosophical posi- 
tion quite slowly over the past 
thousand years. The Greeks saw 
the planets simply as gods ruling

different spheres--beings with 
consciousness, personality and 
free will, who vied with one 
another and used their individual 
powers sometimes alone, sometimes 
in alliances, sometimes to trip 
each other up, sometimes aiding 
individual human beings or man- 
kind in general and sometimes 
inflicting misfortune upon them; 
but always, in whatever they did, 
asserting themselves. By the 14th 
century European astrologers 
believed that the old Greek 
stories had to be interpreted 
symbolically, much as_ some 
schools of Biblical exegesis, 
following St. Paul's hint in 
Galatians iv, 24, believe that 
the Old Testament histories are 
really spiritual allegories. They 
believed they had the key to the 
operating principle of the system 
revealed to them in the Tetrabib- 
los of Claudius Ptolemy, pub- 
lished in the 2nd century A.D. 
Fate was not simply the outcome 
of the capricious whim of irre- 
sponsible gods who could never be 
called to account. It could be 
calculated in advance by balanc- 


ing one planetary position 
against another. True, it might 
still be fortunate [*11] or 


unfortunate in ways which seemed 
to bear no discernible relation 
to deservingness or undeserving- 
ness, but predictability was at 
least something. Charles Harvey 
develops the argument to its 
logical but unbelievable conclu- 
sion in the definitive 20th- 
century political textbook Mun- 
dane Astrology [*12], when he 
states that all of our individu- 
al patterns are parts of one 
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great pattern which was astronom- 
ically and mathematically decreed 
from the moment the universe came 
into being ten billion years ago. 
Moreover we have to realize that 
it is essentially a good pattern. 
Our freedom consists solely in 
our ability to understand it 
(*13]. Then we can harmonize with 
it and make the best of it, 
however much it may rub our 
individual noses in the dirt. 
I personally consider that 

this approach makes nonsense of

human life for it directly con- 
flicts with the reality of living 
experience. The prevailing fash- 
ion of the age to see everything 
in terms of "processes working 
out" [*14] (cf. the Communist 
"scientific" view of history as 
part of the science of economics, 
with individual freedom an illu- 
sion totally subsumed within 


statistical probability theory) 
really turns everything upside- 
down. The part of us which is 


real is the part which is truly 
self-conscious and free, the part 
which can always become aware of 
and manipulate (handle) any 
situation we are in (including 
the astrological situation). 
Ultimately everything comes down 
to the individual. It is as indi- 
viduals that we experience every- 
thing. Statistics are only of 
value to humanity insofar as they 
reveal patterns which we can make 
use of as individuals. As Dennis 
Elwell pointed out 15 years ago 
in a prolonged controversy with 
John Addey in the pages of the 
Astrological Journal [*15], stat- 
istical astrology, far from 
throwing into relief that which 
is important or significant, 
frequently obscures the vital 
individual character points. It 
is the single cases which stand 
out from the herd which tend to 
incarnate the true essence of a 
situation or period. There were 
many people born at times and 
places very close to those at 
which Napoleon, Beethoven, Ein- 


stein, Hitler or John Lennon 
entered Earth-life, but only 
these individuals actually 
"realized" [*16] the potential 
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inherent in their individual 
nativities. 

Individualism is something 
which Saturn dislikes, both as a 
theory and when manifested by 
individuals. Anonymity has always 
been a rule never to be deviated 
from in all his bureaucracies. 1 
refer to him himself as an indi- 
vidual however because, even 
though it may be heretical and 
Paradoxical, I feel that this way 
of describing him makes more 
sense and is much truer to what I 
experience in life and astrology 
than the contemporary "scientif- 
ic" approach. Whether or not he 
is actually and literally an 
individual is a question I leave 
unresolved for the time being. 
The way in which the old astrolo- 
gers always referred to Saturn, 
Jupiter, Mars and the Sun as "He" 
while Venus and the Moon were 
"She" reveals pretty plainly what 
they knew they were dealing with 
and experiencing. Planets unques- 
tionably work very much more like 
the descriptions handed down in 
the old Greek myths than as 
scientific principles. A plane- 
tary aspect or combination is 
never really a formula which can 
be weighed precisely so that its 
results can be forecast exactly. 
Certainly one can choose a good 
time or a bad time to start any 
undertaking, whether it be a

business venture, a marriage, or 
simply being born, according to 
aspects in force at a particular 
time and place; but still there 
can be a virtual infinity of 
outcomes according to one's own 
attitudes and activities and, I 
venture to suggest, those of the 
planets concerned. What actually 
occurs is simply something we 
recognize as appropriate to the 
planet or planets concerned--that 
is, their likely choice [*17]. 
Precisely because the scien- 
tific view of the universe seems 
to imply that as individuals we 
can have little or no effect upon 
it, we have been thrown back upon 
ourselves and become solipsists. 
We still believe we can make much 
or little of life but think this 
can only be as a result of our 
own positive or negative think- 
ing. In reality however life as a 
whole is something we have to 
relate to outwardly, for it 
interacts positively with us and 
responds to us. I do not wish to 
advocate a return to an explicit- 
ly magical view of life and the 
universe, but I do suggest that 
there is more to the old shaman- 
istic view of things than is 
usually allowed. Magicians and 
shamans in all countries and at 
all periods have always asserted 
that it is possible to place 
oneself in tune with a particular 
planet or god by procedures which 
are part psychological and sub- 
jective and part magical and 
objective. In this way one can 
make the planet or god either an 
ally or an enemy, and set defi- 
nite forces to work which can 
accomplish objectives within its 
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specific province. I would not 
venture to assert exactly how 
true this is in a literal sense, 
but if false it is certainly not 
more false than the prevailing 
"scientific" view of the way 
things are. The latter, far from 
being in precise accord with 
reality, is actually playing 
straight into the hands of for- 
ces, and of people on Earth who 
incarnate these forces, who are 
cynically manipulating us and 
controlling us. 

The Uranian scientific and 
industrial revolution began in 
earnest about the middle of the 
18th century, thirty or forty 
years before Uranus was discov- 
ered telescopically, since when 
it has been developing continu- 
ously and at an ever accelerating 
pace. It has proved to be the 
most far-reaching revolution in 
the whole of recorded history. 
Other revolutions and conquests 
may sometimes have laid waste 
stretches of countryside or 
carried away the populations of 
towns into captivity, but this 
revolution has effectively taken 
the whole population of the 
Western World, which used to live 
on the land or in close contact 
with the land, and herded it 
into an entirely new type of 
town, completely unrelated to the 
land and its rhythms, and taught

it a new life-style based on 
minerals, metals, plastics, 
electricity, numbers and theo- 
ries, according to which every- 
thing that it used to live by, if 
it continues to exist at all, 
exists only to be exploited. 
Saturn has come more and more 
into his element with each new 
stage of the Process, no doubt 
rubbing his horny hands with 
delight--symbolically, of course. 
Everything has had to be moni- 
tored because every development 
has required to be externally 
organized and regulated. Along 
with every step we have taken 
towards the scientific paradise 
promised by Uranus we have in 
effect been forced to take two 
steps towards Saturn's cold 
classification and de-humanized 
regimentation of mankind. 

The Biblical writers knew 
that some such things were 
coming and warned against it. 
They had seen its beginning in 
the Roman Imperial bureaucracy. 
The Book of Revelation, xiii 16- 
17, tells us of a "beast" who: 

"Causeth all, both small and 
great, rich and poor, free 
and bound, to receive a mark 
in their right hand, or in 
their foreheads: And that no 
man might buy or sell, save 
that he had the mark, or the 
name of the beast, or the 
number of his name." 

The numerical system in- 
trudes more and more inexorably 
each day into all our lives. It 
begins when our births are regis- 
tered (as it also began to do at 
the time of the first Roman 
census) and does not cease till 
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the row of digits we then receive 
is shifted to the death duties 
register when we die. True, it 
isn't complete yet. There are 
still areas of life which have 
not been invaded and taken over 
where we can laugh and love and 
make our own choices whether to 
go up or down or right or left, 
but everywhere records and regis- 
ters intrude more and more to 
monitor our every activity. As 
Soon as we have given our first 
burp and can be fairly said to be 
alive medical registers specify 
what vaccinations or injections 
we are to receive and when. We 
must be visited and reported on 
by child-welfare inspectors and 
social workers and begin to go to 
school at age 5 or 6. No harm in 
any of these things in themselves 
of course. No doubt there are 
loving injections and school 
inspectors in Paradise itself. 
But they are Satanic when they 
become automatic like the latest 
washing machines, or churn out on 
a ticker-tape recording just how 
many dividends we have paid and 
what our listing is when trading 
closes each day. 

Our exact whereabouts is 
always carefully computerized 
somewhere so that we can be 
traced for military service and 
taxation. You know that from the 
way a steady stream of advertis-— 
ing bumph continually reaches 
you, addressed to your full name, 
street number and post code, with 
even your age in code in the top 
right-hand corner. We are contin- 
uously bombarded with "“informa- 
tion", through all the printed 
and broadcast media, so that we 


shall all think approximately 
alike, within certain well de- 
fined allowable limits. To travel 
from one part of the world to 
another requires even more care~ 
ful registering and enumerating 
and the issue of special identi- 
fying documents. The days when 
Abraham and Sarah could pack 
their belongings on an ass's 
back, set out from Ur and wander 
into Canaan are well and truly 
over. Within more and more coun- 
tries even local travel is moni- 
tored and if one moves one's 
apartment this fact too has duly 
to be registered with the police. 
(*18] Every tax return and popu- 
lation census asks for more and 
more personal details. 
Official forms and letters 

preserve a certain hypocritical 
pretense of emanating from human 


beings. "I am happy to inform 
you..." or "I regret to inform 
you..." they say, or "Kindly 


furnish the following informa- 
tion...". The tragedy is that 
there really are real human 
beings sending out these things, 
where computers and robot ma- 
chines have not yet fully taken 
over their work. What they can 
write or say, however, is not 
what they themselves think or say 
but only what is laid down as 
sayable in specified circum- 
stances. 

Within the system itself, 
Saturn's Brave New World is 
dispensing with human thought in 
as many levels as it possibly 
can. The tone is one of encour- 
agement. "You don't need to 
worry--don't try to work it out 
for yourself. Just follow the 
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procedure laid down. If there are 
any problems just send the form 
back". It is becoming the pat- 
tern of "civilized" human life. 
Everything that is advertised is 
advertised as being as simple as 
falling off a log. No one would 
try to sell something and adver- 
tise it as difficult! 

Big business is really part 
of the system. Before you can 
"qualify" for a housing loan, or 
buy a car, your identity and 
every number you've got is thor- 
oughly scrutinized. Credit con- 
trollers inquire into the 
credit-worthiness of all poten-

tial customers. Everyone now buys 
almost everything by means of 
credit cards, which are a mark of 
status within the system. There 
are cards for gas and cards for 
the telephone, cards to clock in 
and out of work, cards for hotels 
when. you travel. But it is easy 
to lose a card. Very soon it WILL 
be a number invisibly printed in 
the palm of your hand, or on the 
forehead, which a computer beam 
can read. 

If you are going to "get on" 
in this modern world you've to 
accept the system and run like a 
preprogrammed rat in your allot- 
ted groove. Then you can carry a 
briefcase and drive or be driven 
in your Mercedes to your allotted 
and computerized parking area, 
ascend in a special numbered 
elevator to your numbered office, 
and spend your days phoning the 
numbers of similar people in 
identical air-conditioned cubi- 
cles with family photographs on 
the desk and a potted palm in one 
corner, while you ensure that 
meticulously typed and numbered 
pieces of paper circulate between 
you and them at precisely the 
right dates and times with pre- 
cisely the right thoughts ex- 
pressed on them which are not 
your thoughts but the system's 
thoughts which you have learnt to 
think. 

At the bottom of the ladder 


you may or may not have a car 
and if you do it won't be a 
Mercedes. You'll probably do 


something very repetitious in an 
office or factory with a lot of 
other people close beside you 
doing the same or very similar 
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things. You may have enough to 
eat and somewhere bearable to 
stay but you'll be worried all 
the time in case you might lose 
the "security", for there are al- 
ways plenty of people who don't 
have it--just to warn you to stay 
in line. These unemployed have to 
fill in endless forms to receive 
hand outs from the system just to 
stay alive. 

Outside the system there 
still remains thgt small part of 
all of us which Somehow continues 
to find a way to continue to 
laugh and love. And of course 
there is always that small sus- 
pect minority which rate laughter 
and love as so important that 
they contrive somehow to exist 
always on the fringe of things. 
Apart from them (us?) there is no 
one in the Western World any 
longer completely outside it, and 
Saturn is careful to remind 
everyone sufficiently regularly 
just how parasitic WE really are. 

Then there is the Third 
World. here a tiny minority are 
very rich and the majority are 
grindingly poor. These rich 
probably are rich enough to enjoy 
the world they live in but the 
rest long for justice, which 
Saturn's media propaganda for 
more than half a century now had 
thoroughly convinced them means 
"life" within the system. It 
could be the Communist system. 
Saturn wouldn't mind. Regulation 
and classification are all that 
matter. 

But the ironical thing about 
this whole Modern World set up, 
really, is its insecurity and 
vulnerability--the very things it 


claims to protect us from. We all 
know that Mars threatens it. Both 
the United States and Russia have 
sufficient "overkill" to wipe out 
all life on this planet several 
times over. Even if they didn't 
use the bomb they could still 
achieve the same result just as 
effectively with nerve gas or 
botulin toxin. But Saturn's 
vaunted "security" is itself 
laying us open to annihilation 
just as surely. A major catastro- 
phe which cut off regular sup- 
plies of food and power and 
destroyed housing on a massive 
scale would result in death to 
unthinkable numbers of the popu- 
lation of a civilization in which 
the majority no longer know the 
basic necessities for survival on 
this planet and who are encour- 
aged never to think about real 
issues--a population which has in 
effect become an aged invalid. 
Vitality, initiative, re- 
sourcefulness and independence 
are the marks of real life. 
Vitality, initiative, resource- 
fulness and independence are ana- 
thema to Saturn. Not that he 
doesn't want to keep us working. 
The more work we do the better. 
We still have to go to school and 
learn how to program computers 


and look through microscopes and’ 


classify minerals and go to the 
Moon and back and keep all the 
myriad wheels turning. But if we 
want to know what it's really all 
for and where we're really going 
then we're Hippies and drop-outs 
and wasting everybody's time. 
Just go on voting for your Repre- 
sentative and your Senator and 
your President as and when they- 
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're nominated and listed for you, 
for then you can look forward to 
a peaceful Old Age. 

Saturn rules Old Age, and 
essentially all his organization 
and planning is for Old Age and 
reduces us to Old Age. His ulti- 
mate "freedom" really consists in 
the privilege of being able to 
contemplate your big bank balance 
as you sit in your wheelchair. 

A prominent Saturn in a 
chart always gives an old look 
with something rather anxious and 
timorous about it, even in youth. 
There may not be a scar, as with 
Mars, but often there is a de- 
formity of some sort such as a 
disparity in size between one 
side of the face and the other or 
a difference in the slant of the 
two eyes. The voice often has a 
rasp or crack in it. Whether 
prominent in our charts or not, 
however, Saturn sooner or later 
begins to operate on all of us. 
His normal way is to begin by 
introducing the first white 
hairs. As time goes on (his time) 
the muscles, eyesight and hearing 
all weaken. Joints become stiff. 
Hair goes totally gray and falls 
out. Gums recede and teeth decay. 
The voice becomes querulous. All 
effort,, including mental effort, 
becomes a strain and ultimately 
even the best mind becomes con- 
fused and childish. He has been 
preparing all the time for this. 
His insurance policies and Old 
Age Homes are ready--Homes that 
are infinitely worse than the 
prisons and hospitals and insti- 
tutions he had for us when we 
were younger, for those admitted 
to them know there will be no 


discharge, no way out. Only the 
benefics can ameliorate things a 
little with visits from loving 
friends and relatives. Eventually 
Neptune brings the only possible 
release: the final sleep which 
cancels our account.

LET'S CONSIDER 


RENE GOODALE writes: 

In answer to Camille Pelland's 
remarks in Considerations, Vol V 
No. 1, page 60, with regard to 
Mars-Neptune and Lithium. 

I read your note with inter- 
est as I have a Neptune-Mars 
conjunction in the XIIth house in 
25-29 Leo. When the transiting 
Uranus and Pluto were conjunct my 
Venus/Asc midpoint, very near the 
Ascendant in 22°44' Virgo, twen- 
ty-one years ago, I had a mysti- 
cal experience which was labeled 
"an episode" under the headline 
“manic-depression." I was given 
lithium at the time and told I 
would have to take it for the 
rest of my life. After about two 
years I took myself off it and, 
with the exception of a few 
months in 1979, I have not taken 
it since. My reasons for this 
have been that, feeling no chemi- 
cal imbalance, I have not felt 
the need to take it, and when I 
did take it I felt very definite- 
ly that it put a lid on my inspi- 
ration. 

Many who have taken lithium 
have reported that they, too, 
have felt that it not only re- 
stricts but does put a lid on 
inspiration and moments of crea- 
tive highs. In other words, one 
could say it transforms what 
seems to be, at times, an in- 
spired and luminous state of mind 
(Sun-Gold) into one that is dull 


and lusterless (Saturn-Lead). 

This is exactly what Dr. 
Paul Cottle of the University of 
Florida has found in utilizing a 
linear accelerator. He hurled 
lithium ions at gold and convert- 
ed it to lead! 

"Surely this sounds far- 
fetched," writes Hans Nintzel in 
his article "Alchemy is Alive and 
Well" in Gnosis, Summer 1988, in 
commenting on Cottle's experi- 
ment. "Shades of Wrong-way Corri- 
gan!" Nintzel concludes. 

In the chart I made for the 
time I read the word "Lithium" in 
your note in Considerations, I 
was fascinated to see the MC was 
27905' Sagittarius. Transiting 
Saturn was retrograde at 
27°9SG27', which is the degree of 
my South Node in the IVth house 
(UR t 28SG02 R), and this degree 
is trine my Neptune-Mars midpoint 
in 27° Leo. This ties together 
the nodal axis in the Galactic 
Center with the Neptune-Mars 
conjunction. I am convinced that 
Saturn-Uranus, now conjunct in 
this center, are bringing me some 
sort of important message about 
lithium, which I am in the proc- 
ess of trying to fathom. 

In my next lithium chart, 
made for two days later when I 
heard the word again, the Moon 
was emphasized. She was in 11°08' 
Virgo conjunct the VIIIth house 
cusp, 11VGO9. And in this chart 
she rules the VIth and VIIth 
cusps, connecting health with the 
reproductive VIIIth. 

The next chart I made was 
for the time I read an article on 
30th September in the Wall Street 
Journal, "Eveready has Lithium

was emphasized again, this time 
in 13020' Gemini, square her Node 
at 13052'Pisces and ruling the 
Cancer VIIIth. 

Ever since Saturn and Uranus 
conjoined my South Node in 270

read or see certain things. This 
method of research (another type 
of Horary chart), which is being 
prompted by Saturn and Uranus now 
in the Galactic Center, is bring- 
ing some interesting findings.

NOAH O'DHANIEL writes: 


In 1348 the Medical Faculty of 
the University of Paris made the 
following statement [*1]: 

"In the year of Our Lord 


1345, on March 20, there was a 
conjunction of the planets Sat- 
urn, Jupiter and Mars in the 


House of Aquarius. The conjunc- 
tion of Saturn and Jupiter por- 
tends death and disaster. The 
conjunction of Mars and Jupiter 
portends pestilence in the air. 
For Jupiter is warm and humid and 
draws upon evil vapors from earth 
and water; and Mars is hot and 
dry, and kindles the evil into an 
infective fire. We must therefore 
expect a terrible calamity." 

The cause of the plague is a 
tiny bacterium that lives in the

bloodstreams of small rodents, 
named yersinia pestis, transmis- 
sion is by flea bite. Under a 
powerful microscope, the bacteri- 
um resembles a safety pin. For 
the most part the bacteria live 
quietly and in peace. They have 
done so--and still do today--for 
who knows how many centuries, in 
obscure regions round the globe 
from the Crimea, to India, and 
the United States. Normally the 
yersinia pestis bacteria are 
contained by antibodies and do 
not overwhelm the other cells in 
the blood of their hosts and this 
stable condition, which may last 
indefinitely, is called the 
chronic condition of the disease. 

After remaining in a peace- 
able state for perhaps a hundred 
years, the little cells suddenly 
spring into hyperactivity, repli- 
cating themselves with an urgency 
that develops into a kind of 
seething rage. There has to have 
been an alteration in the envi- 
ronment, an catalyst to begin the 


process. 
Once the sudden expansion 
begins, it is almost unstoppable. 


Only a wide ocean can hold it 
back. We now have preventive 
treatments which were effectively 
applied when the disease began to 
break out in the U.S.A. in the 
1970s so that only a few lives 
were lost. But the third pandemic 
of the plague, which killed some 
ten million in India at the turn 
of the present century, is still 
continuing, although contained, 
to this day. 
In the 1340s, such a state 

of hyperactivity occurred. The 
medical astrologers of Paris may 
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or may not have defined the 
astrological cause. Their state- 
ment was made several years after 
the onset of the pandemic, around 
the time it reached Paris. 

Today humanity faces another 
form of communicable disease, one 
that is similar to the plague 
only in that a failure of the 
antibody system again occurs: 
AIDS. 

Following the thinking of 
our earlier colleagues, I note 
that the most recent Jupiter- 
Saturn conjunction, that of 24th 
July 1981, occurred in the 5th 
degree of Libra and was closely 
square Mars in Cancer. Examina- 
tion of the charts of a few (far 
too few to justify a statistical- 
ly-valid statement) victims of 
the AIDS disease has shown these 
degrees of the cardinals to 
frequently be close to a natal 
angle. Neptune has recently 
transited the 5th degree of 
Capricorn, Saturn will do so next 
January, and this is where Uranus 
makes its station in April 1989 
and again in September 1990. If 
the 1981 Jupiter-Saturn conjunc- 
tion can be taken as a signpost 
for AIDS, a prediction may be 
ventured: the epidemic will be 
seen to worsen in 1989, and this 
will stimulate increased research 
into its prevention or cure, a 
method of successfully combating 
the disease will as a result be 
announced (or found) in the Fall 
of 1990.

RECTIFICATION OF THE 


UNITED STATES CHART

PART I: THE RISING SIGN 


ON JULY 4, 1776 the Second Conti- 


nental Congress of the thirteen 
American colonies formally en- 
dorsed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Until that day the 
ongoing hostilities were merely a 
civil war, not acts of a poten- 
tially new and separate nation. 


Although traditional horary rules 
would choose the signing of the 
document over the endorsement, 
our calculations are not more 
valid nor our minds more acute 
than the group of people who wit- 
nessed and the millions of people 
who have celebrated this event as 
the birth of these United States. 

We may not have been operat- 
ing as an independent country. We 
May not have been recognized as 
independent. We may have had to 
fight for our independent identi- 
ty, but because we won that 
fight, we can trace our origins 
back to that fortuitous day. 

For the astrologer the 
nagging question is the time of 
day. Because there are no records 
of the time, rectification is our 
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only recourse. Validation of that 
rectification is our primary 
challenge. 

The fundamental requirements 
of a valid rectification are: 


1. The chart must describe the 
event, the people and their 
motivations, as well as the 


continuing character, beliefs and 
politics of the nation. 

It must do so in the context 
of the material reality of the 
day and of the developing materi- 
al reality of the future and 
present time. Although we may use 
the outer planets in 1776, as 
there is no proof they didn't 
exist, we cannot describe them in 
modern terms. Pluto could be an 
atom bomb today. It would mean 
death by other means two hundred 
years ago. Because these planets 
were not known in colonial times, 
they are likely to indicate not 
fully conscious motivations and 
potentials that could neither be 
foreseen nor understood. 


2. The chart must conform to the 
mathematical strictures of direc- 
tions. 

Part Two of this article 
will test the chart against both 
Primary Arc and Solar Arc direc- 
tions. Scientific astrologers get 


caught up in the mathematics and 
seem to think that numbers are 
sufficient. Several different 
Ascendants, particularly those in 
the same mode, often produce 
mathematically workable direc- 
tions. Numbers lie. 

3. The chart must describe the 
ever-changing backgrounds and 


conditions against which events 
occur. 

These are defined by the 
much wider orbs of Secondary 


Progressions and Transits through 
the Houses. Too often we get 
caught up in events and forget 
the conditions that hold these 
events in a parentheses of time. 
We do not live point to point. We 
live by developing event to 
developed event. 

To satisfy all three 
quirements we will examine 
historical and present day 
ing of the natal chart; the fate 
line of the directions; the free 
will line of the progressions; 
and the environmental context of 
transits and mundane’ configura- 
tions.

HISTORICAL NECESSITY 


We know that the vote to declare 
independence was taken on 2nd 
July, probably some time late in 
the afternoon.[*1] We know that 
the Declaration itself was signed 
on 2nd August. [*2] Therefore, 
4th July represents the birth of 
the document in its final written 
form and its formal endorsement 
by the Continental Congress. 
Meetings began at 9 A.M. and 
probably adjourned around supper 
time, which could be anywhere 
from 5 to 7 P.M. 4th July was a 
Monday. [*3] The Congress did not 
meet on Sunday, being the Sab- 
bath. It may well be that the men 
charged with writing the document 


refrained from work then, as 
well. 

We often forget that there 
were no typewriters in 1776. The

Consider how long it might’ take 
to get an error-free copy, to 
make necessary changes in the 


wording, and have them approved. 
The notion that our founding 
fathers finally came to a frantic 
and exhausted vote at 2 A.M. 
simply does not square with 
custom and fact. First, they 
would not and did not hold a 
meeting on Sunday. Second, night 
meetings would have been costly 
and dim. With no electricity, 
their only light was candles or 


oil lamps. They obviously con- 
vened this time of year to give 
them maximum daylight hours so 


they could soon get back to their 
farms and trades. The business 
had to be concluded in as short a 
time as possible because for many 
of the delegates the trip to 
Philadelphia was as time consum- 
ing, as disruptive, and as costly

If the document was 
Monday morning the formal approv 
al would most likely have taken 
place sometime in the afternoon 
after all the delegates had the 
opportunity to read it in its 
final form. 

Thus, we can safely conclude 
that the Declaration was endorsed 
during the daylight hours of 4th 
July, most likely after noon.

SETTING THE SIGN 


The name of the chart of the 
United States is The Declaration 
of Independence. We can expect 
the Ist house will have either a 


mutable or air sign cusp and/or 
contain a communicating planet: 
Mercury, Jupiter, Uranus, or 
Neptune. 

The hours of darkness elimi- 
nate Mercury and Jupiter in 
Cancer and Uranus in Gemini. 
Darkness also eliminates Pisces 
and Aquarius. 

We are left with Libra, 


Neptune in Virgo, and Sagittarius 
as the only logical contenders. 
Libra is questionable on two 
grounds. Early Libra contains 
Saturn, which indicates a conser- 
vative and cautious crowd. It 
also suggests a country which is 
formal and structured, hardly a 
picture of the U.S. of A. Late 
Libra is equally problematical 
because it places Capricorn on 
the IVth of natural resources and 


land, and inhabits it with Pluto. 
We do not nor have we ever had 
limited natural resources. We 
continued to expand into the 


twentieth century. 
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Virgo rising gives us Sagit- 
tarius on the IVth, perfect for 
the abundance of our agriculture 
and our expansionist tendencies, 


but it places Mars or Mars and 
Uranus in Gemini on the Xth of 
government and king. Uranus in 


Gemini fits the mentally incompe- 


tent George III, but the govern- 
ment of the mother country was 
not quite as hostile or erratic 


as those planets would indicate. 
In fact, England had backed down 
on all the hated taxes, except 
those on tea. 

Virgo rising also 
another problem. The colonists 
won the war. It is unlikely that 
a faction ruled by a retrograde 
Mercury and designated by Neptune 
in Virgo would be victorious over 
a sign ruled by Jupiter in its 
exaltation (Pisces is on the 
house of open enemies). Neptune 
in the Ist would add even more 
confusion and disarray to our 
already difficult beginnings and 
would have filled our ranks with 
traitors and spies. Virgo rising 
is a chart where everybody would 
lose. 

Only Sagittarius remains. 
History has shown that, contrary 
to the wording of the Declaration 
of Independence, the British 
government and its king were more 
stupid, inept, and greedy rather 
than despotic. Contrary to the 
grand moralizations of the Decla- 
ration, the rebellion began over 
what the colonists considered 
excessive taxation. "Taxation 
without representation is tyran- 
ny."

Neptune in Virgo in the Xth 
and the stellium in the VIIIth in 


Cancer represent a colonial 
system where the mother country 
is making rules and regulations 


from afar and insisting on intol- 
erable controls on _ trade and 
capital, and excessive taxation. 
VIIIth is taxation. Pluto, the 
taxing planet, is in the IInd. 
Ruler of the IInd is in the XIth 
of Parliament, which controls the 
money and sends it into the 
Treasury, ruler of XIth in 
VIIIth. 

Neptune in Virgo in the Ist 
would distort the truth with 
selective facts and evasions. 
Sagittarius on the Ist would 
color the truth with a high moral 
purpose, God-given rights (Sun 
conjunct ruling Jupiter), and 
freedom and justice for all 
(ruler of the Ist conjunct ruler 
of the IXth, the people are law.) 

Pisces on the IVth gives us 
an abundance of territory and the 
ability to expand indefinitely.

TROPICAL VS. SIDEREAL 


One reason for the long-standing 
attachment to the Gemini-rising 
chart is the traditional assign- 
ment of Gemini to the United 
States. We were, indeed, born in 
the constellation Gemini. To 
acknowledge the sidereal accuracy 
in no way diminishes the tropical 
reality. Although not a major 
consideration in this discussion, 
the Scorpio-rising sidereal chart 
is an even more telling represen- 


tation of the grievances enunci- 
ated in the Declaration; the 
oppression, the killing, the 


denial of power, the despotism, 
and the hated taxation. All but 
the very early degrees of tropi- 
cal Sagittarius produce a Virgo 
MC on the sidereal chart. Ruling 
Mars is square the MC, still 
ruled by a retrograde Mercury. 
Mercury is opposed by the co- 
ruling Pluto. The Moon remains in 
rebellious Aquarius, obsessed 
with freedom, and the Gemini 
stellium now reinforces that the 
event was a document. A_ tropical 
Virgo timing, would produce a 
sidereal Leo Ascendant, and a 
crop-killing Scorpio on the IVth. 

A Sagittarius-rising time 
works in either the tropical or 
the sidereal systems and fits 
historical facts. 


THE COLONIAL SYSTEM 


Sagittarius-generated houses 


reflect the social, political, 
and economic realities of the 
thirteen colonies. A colony is 


part of an economic system where- 
by the colony exports raw materi- 
als to the mother country and 
buys back manufactured goods. (If 
you have a sly suspicion that 
we've never quite overcome’ that 
role, you're right. The current 
trade deficit is just another 
manifestation of our natal im- 
port-export imbalance.) 

The American colonies 
trade with only Britain or 
other possessions and could use 
only British ships. Although the 
colonies had local governments, 
which could meet and pass laws, 
they were appointed by and sub- 
servient to the Crown and Parlia- 
ment, and could not tax. The 


could 
her 
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colonies had no currency of their 
own and were forced to barter, 
trade with very scarce gold and 
silver, or use foreign currency. 
Recent events in Panama illus- 
trate the danger of being depend- 
ent on a foreign currency for 
trade. 

Planetary positions and 
house rulerships in the Sagit- 
tarius chart correctly delineate 
this system of dominance and 
control. The raw materials of the 
Pisces Ivth have one ruler, 
Neptune, in the Xth of government 
control, and the other ruler, 
Jupiter, in the VIIIth of other 
people's money, in Cancer, the 
sign of the Mother Country, 
conjunct the Sun, the king. The 
Jupiter-Sun conjunction also 
illustrates that our raw materi- 
als are transformed into our 
imports, Leo on the importing 
IXth. They benefit and become the 
property of our trading partners 
(IInd from VIIth of Gemini, our 
brother and sister colonies), the 
government (Treasury VIIIth). 

Capricorn, on the IInd of 
personal wealth and our posses~ 
sions, is ruled by Saturn posited 
in the IInd house of government 
Xth, or the XIth of Parliament. 
Either way the government con- 
trols and limits our personal 
wealth. With Pluto in the IInd we 
are taxed to death, and our money 
(coin) is other people's money, 
too. The IIIrd of paper currency 
is still ruled by Aquarian Sat- 
urn, and is still foreign and 
controlled. The co-ruler, Uranus, 
is in the VIIth of our trading 
partners and open enemies.

To 
make matters worse that Mother is 
in Aquarius far across the sea, 
and void-of-course, being out of 
touch with and totally indiffer- 
ent to the needs of her child. 

If we read this chart with 
respect to the Mother country 
vis-a-vis the coloniai govern- 
ment, we see a weak and scattered 
colonial government (Neptune in 


Virgo in the Xth), with no money 
(Saturn in IInd of the Xth), 
controlled by hostile and indif- 


ferent Mars and Uranus in the Xth 
of the Xth, and subordinated to 
parental demands (ruling Mercury 
in Cancer). 

The heavily tenanted VIIIth 


house represents’ the greatest 
peril the colonists felt them- 
selves to be in. The Declaration 


of Independence is a recital of 
grievances and assaults perpetu- 
ated on the colonists by their 
once native land. In a word, the 
colonists wanted King, Mother 
Country, money policies, and 
overseas control, dead. They 
wanted the people to be King and 
the people to be Law (Jupiter 
conjunct Sun), a perfect delinea- 
tion of democracy. They wanted to 
prosper through their own natural 
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resources. They wanted to be free 
of the restrictive rules, regula- 
tions, and trade policies (Sat- 
urn) that prevented their econom- 
ic growth (Saturn squares Sun, 
Jupiter, Venus, and, by collec- 
tion of light, Mercury, too). 
They wanted to be free of their 
enemies, Uranus conjunct the 
VIIth, and of their brother and 
sister colonies. 

In the ironic way 
astrology often tells us more 
than we care to know, this Sagit- 
tarius chart not only delineates 


that 


the original religious motiva- 
tions of the colonists, but the 
puritanism, work ethic, and 
theocratic tendencies of the 


original settlers. It reveals us 


as anation of immigrants, who 
expropriated the lands of the 
original inhabitants (Neptune in 
Virgo in the Xth, Jupiter in the 
VIIIth). As we pushed into’ the 
continent and made the natives 
our "neighbors", we remained 


locked in perpetual and continual 


battles with these "foreigners" 
who had lived here first. (Since 
the IVth represents the people 


who originally held the land, we 
see clearly the persistent Pis- 
cean misnomer: "Indian.") 

Since autocratic control is 
a hallmark of this chart, it is 


quite possible that we will 
eventually evolve into a govern- 
ment-controlled welfare state 
(Neptune in Virgo in the Xth), 
dominated by an army of victims, 
who perpetually press for rights 
without responsibilities (Jupiter 
conjunct a Sun that squares, and 
therefore fights, Saturn.) When a 
combative chart loses its exter- 


nal enemies, it often becomes 


what it fights and fears. 
THE CONTINUING VALIDITY 


Any foreigner will tell you that 
we are preachy, often pompous, 
friendly, clumsy, rough, some- 
times naive, and usually gener- 
ous. Sagittarius to aT. Fasci- 
nated by foreigners, we love to 
travel, often send our tax money 
abroad, buy a lot of weapons, and 
see ourselves as the universal 
defender and protector of democ- 
racy, freedom and equality: the 
Sagittarius aided and abetted by 
the Aquarian Moon in the IIIrd of 
exports and talk. 

We have a government com- 
posed of three ruling bodies: the 
Leo IXth of the Supreme Court;

It is always very fortunate when 
the recorded birthtime turns out 
to be correct to the minute. In 
this example, although the record- 
ed time was given to the nearest 
quarter of an hour, no correction 
was needed. 

Four main events, here impor- 
tant tennis matches, been used to 
provide a convincing rectifica- 
tion. This has been backed up by 
reliable verification methods. 

As most readers already know, 
in his rectification work the 
writer uses primary directions in

The 
absence of such M.D. coincidences 
can be explained by the following 
theory: There are still two pla- 
nets to be discovered, one with 
the characteristics of Virgo and 
the other with those of Libra. We 
certainly do not find these bodies 
among the so-called hypothetical 
planets, which neither relate to 
these signs of the Zodiac nor have 
any latitude. In addition, these 
hypothetical points can be said to 
be defective substitutes for real 
planets. The meaning of Hades, for 
example, is clearly covered by the 
symbolism of Saturn; that of 
Apollo by Jupiter, etc. In Predic— 
tion III, page 92, the writer 
identified some of the fictional 
and illogical astrological systems 
in use nowadays.

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RADIX CHARACTERISTICS 


Becker's sudden success and fame 
are shown by the midpoint Venus- 
Uranus = MC, with both planets 
high in the sky and close to the 
angle. The Sun and Neptune favora- 
bly (harmoniously) aspect the 
dominating Uranus. This configura- 
tion is strengthened by Mars which 
is coming to trine Uranus and to 
sextile the Sun. Becker's extraor- 
dinarily quick response on court 
and his "speedy feet" may be 
explained by these Mars' aspects. 
Last but not least, the Moon 
closely and harmoniously aspects 
the above-mentioned group of 
planets, reflecting Becker's fame 
in the tennis world. 

We must, however, 
remember that many other 
ties exist with a similar time of 
birth and co-ordinates to those of 
Becker and that these young people 
have not achieved a similar fame. 
We cannot, therefore, find the 
answer to his fame and_ success 
only in planetary positions and 
house cusps, but must also examine 
the positions of effective fixed 
stars (this is confirmed by the 
twenty famous nativities published 
in Prediction III). 

Becker had Antares, a star of 
the first magnitude with a nature 
closely akin to that of Mars, 
conjunct the Ascendant. Antares, 
or the opposing Aldebaran, has 
been frequently found conjunct an 
angle or a characteristic planet 
in the charts of successful 
sportsmen and women. For example, 
Max Schmeling, the German boxer 
who temporarily succeeded in 
breaking the dominance of U.S.

heavyweights (World Champion 1930- 
1932), had Antares conjunct his 
Ascendant. Becker's Ascendant at 
9° 23' Sagittarius is conjunct 
Antares, 9°18'50" Sagittarius, and 
opposed by Aldebaran, 9920'25" 
Gemini. 

At Wimbledon, the scene of 
Becker's greatest triumphs, Alde- 
baran is setting, within 3°. At 


the same location radical Sun is 
conjunct the relocated Ascendant, 
within 2°, and radical Uranus is 
conjunct the relocated MC, also 
within 2°. This Wimbledon example 
demonstrates how natal charts when 
transposed to the location of an 
event can be effective in defining 


the success or otherwise of the 
native at that place. 
In all cases of success and 


good fortune, Jupiter should play 
a dominant role. In Becker's radix 


Jupiter is in the IXth house, 
still high in the sky, dominant 
over Saturn. However, as Saturn 
is closely conjunct the IC (orb 
only 9'of arc), it is still very 
important in defining Becker's 
character and destiny. To this 


Saturn, which is of course also in 


mundane square to the Ascendant, 
we can attribute Becker's recent 
(1988) series of defeats, which 
have characteristically been 


accompanied by health troubles, a 


lack of self-confidence, and 
self-accusations. This latter 
trait has been evident during 
losing matches. Becker's tempera- 
ment seems to fluctuate between 
immense energy and courage (Mars) 
on the one side and despondency 
and resignation (Saturn) on the 
other. 
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THE PRENATAL EPOCH 


So far the writer has been 
to define rules for 
the Prenatal Epoch or to be cer- 
tain of how to distinguish its 
meaning from that of the Radix. We 
can, however, take it for granted 
that the Prenatal Epoch is always 
a certain supplement to the Radix, 
being sometimes even more impres- 
sive as an interpretation tool 
than is the radix. Ronald Reagan's 
radix, which has been scientifi- 
cally rectified with more than 
forty events, is certainly not 
fully characteristic as the radix 
of the President of a country such 
as the United States. The reader 
is reminded that in Reagan's 
prenatal epoch both the Sun and 
the Moon are conjunct the MC (see 
Considerations II 4 p. 63), which 
is one of the best and most appro- 
priate indications for a President 
that there could be. This seeming 
inappropriateness of Reagan's 
radix explains why over-twenty 
wrong “Reagan-rectifications" have 
been published in the various 
astrological journals. Here ah 
must be emphasized that the au- 
thentication of a radix by its 
delineation alone must be condem- 
ned as leading to fictional re- 
sults. 

Becker's prenatal epoch 
to the good predispositions given 
by the radix. The hard and unfor- 
tunate positioning of Saturn in 
the birth chart is softened and 
improved in the epoch, where 
Saturn is trine the MC and Jupi- 
ter, and the placement is more in 
the background. The strength of 
Jupiter, within half of a degree

The writer has not, however, been 
able to explain the meaning of the 
dominating position of Neptune in 
this prenatal epoch. 


FORECAST ATTEMPTS 

As some of the writer's friends 
and colleagues already know, 
earlier this year it was predicted 
that Boris Becker would not win 
the 1988 men's singles champion- 
ship at Wimbledon, although he 
would be successful in at least 
the early rounds. This is a cham- 
pionship that Becker had won in 
two of the previous three years 
and he was considered to be the 
favorite to win this year. On 2nd 
June 1988 the following prediction 
concerning the Wimbledon competi- 
tion of 18th June-4th July was 
sent to several of my friends and 
colleagues: 

"The directions [*1] should 
cate that Becker will by no means 
become a champion again. However 
there are some promising Cyclic 
Charts which could give him _ the 
strength to play with a good 
standard, in order to reach a 
respectable place in this competi- 
tion and to regain some prestige.

In fact Becker did succeed in 
reaching the final (Sun, Jupiter), 
which must be considered to have 
been a great success. Because of 
his strength on grass courts, 
Becker was expected to win the 
prize for a third time--especially 
by the press. His loss on 4th 
July to Stefan Edberg, who he had 
defeated just two weeks previously 
to win the Queens Club competi- 
tion, caused him immense’ stress, 
pressure, deep anger, and a psy- 
chological depression, which 
became obvious both during the 
actual playing of the final and 
immediately afterwards. 

The demi-lunar return of 3rd 
June shown at Figure 2, opposite, 
was operational from 3rd to 16th 
June, 1988. Jupiter, 200 Taurus, 
is close to the Descendant, 280 
Taurus. Becker won the Queens Club 
championship on 15th June. 

The precessional Lunar return 
for 17th June, Figure 3 opposite, 
covers the month from 17th June to 
14th July. Neptune, 9O°CP, is 
conjunct the MC, 130CP. Saturn and 
Uranus, 290SG, by slow retrograde 
motion are coming to the square of 
natal Uranus, 280VG. All of the 
malefics are high in the sky or 
above the horizon, suppressing 
each of the other non-angular 
planets below the horizon. 

On 4th July 1988, at the time 
of his defeat in the finals of the 
Wimbledon Men's Singles Champion- 
ships, the transits included 
Saturn 28SG14 and Uranus 28SG29 
square Uranus r 28VG22 (midpoint).

1978 and again in 1979 as _ Kho- 
meini assumed power in Iran, the 
Jonestown's population suicided, 
and what may have been the onset 
of the AIDS epidemic. 

Something to consider: can 


we define the essential nature of 


Pluto by events such as_ those 
above or, indeed, by any Pluto- 
related experience that has 
occurred since 1864? When Pluto 
came north over the Vernal equi- 


nox in 1864 Mars squared Saturn 


and afflicted the Sun, Neptune 
was at the midpoint of Mars and 
Uranus, Mars was conjunct Venus 


in Capricorn, and the Leo Moon 
sextiled both Uranus and Saturn. 


Could it be that the Pluto we 
have experienced up til now has 
been colored by these aspects in 
just the same way that a child 
born with the same chart would 


also only be known to the outside 
world as a Mars-square-Saturn 
type, etc.? Put this another way: 
someone born with MA-90-SA_ will 
live in a world in which survival 
is an everyday problem, a_ harsh, 


brutal world often disrupted by 
forced separations--a warring 
world. 


Is the Pluto we have experi- 
enced until now truly the essen- 
tial Pluto or have we only been 
able to view him, to experience 
him, in terms of his latest 
birthchart, whether this be the 
one for 1864 or the one for his 
discovery in 1930? It seems to me 
that the nature we give to Pluto 
can be explained simply and 
completely by the aspects in the

In July 1776 transit Pluto 
was close to the 1617-position of 
Jupiter! 

The 1864 chart is an impor- 
tant one for the mundane astrolo- 


ger. This 5th September 1988 
chart may be equally meaningful

as a prediction aid.

A "virus" software program 
written by a computer science 
graduate student at Cornell was 
input into the ARPANET (Advanced 
Research Projects Agency Network) 
communications network. ARPANET 
is a Department of Defense data 
network that connects’ thousands 
of military, corporate and uni- 
versity computers and computer 
systems around the country. The 
illicit program was introduced 
into aM.I.T. computer in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts from a 
terminal at Cornell. The virus 
spread through the network by 
mailing itself to other computers 
and by masquerading as a_ legiti- 
mate user. By continually copying 
itself, the virus forced each 
host computer to dedicate all of 
its computing power to the new 
illegitimate files. The effect 
was to shut or slow down the 
computers in hundreds of loca- 
tions. The software invader did 
not threaten all computers in the 
network--it was aimed only at Sun 
computers and those others’ that 
used the same operating system. 


For this "virus attack on 
the Sun" the chart has a_con- 
junction of the Sun and Pluto in 
the Vth with the Sun closely 
(10') sesquiquadrate the Pisces 
MC, the location of Mars.
